The 19th of this Month the Befieged 

began to fire with 3 Pieces of Cannon 

from their new Battery,rais’d on purpofe 

to ruin the Works of the Befiegers: That day and the 
following Night 2 of our Men were kill’d, and 18 
wounded. But the Befiegers have begun to fire a- 
gainft that Batrery, with good Succels. The 20th 
the Works were carried on with as much Diligence 
as the Rigour of the Seafon and the continual Fire 
from the Place would permit. The fame day 1 En- 
glith and 4 Dutch Ships came into the Bay,and entring 
the Old Mole landed Ammunition and Provifions. 
The 21ft thofe 5 Ships put to Sea opens after having 
made a Stockade for fecuring the Veffels that are in 
the Mole: We are inform’d of the Provifions 
they brought is Stock-fith. The 22d the Works were 
continued,and that day the firft Detachment of French 
Grenadiers arriv’d in the Camp, as other Troops have 
done fince under the Command of the Marquis de

The French 
are no forwarder in the Siege of Verue than they were 
a Month ago,(for in fo long time they have not gain’d 
a Foot of Ground,) both becatife of the Badnefs of the 
Weather,and becaufe of the vigorousDefence made By 
the Garrifon. The Night berween the 27th and 23t 
a {mall Detachment of the Garrifon fallied out of Ve- 
rue, and at firft onfer drove the Enemy from forhe of

bad again, and continued fo till the24th. The 25th 
the Duke of. Vendome caus’d a Branch (or Trench) 
of 200 Fathom long to be run out, on the Left of 
Verue¢, from the Attack to the Right of a Hill, that 
is very fteep in the Front and on the left Flank,upon 
which he has caus’d a Redoubrto be made. The 
Enemy did not fee us bufie in this Work till 3 hours 
after it was begun ; and we had that day but 1 Sol- 
dier wounded in that new Trench, and 6 in the old, 
together with Collonel Conok anIrifhman, who was 
wounded in the with a piece of aGrenado. The 
26th the Trench of Communication from the Atrack 
to the Hill was finifh’d ; and another was begun on 
the Left and carried on behind a Ridge of high 
Ground extending towards that Hill, and is cover’d 
by 2 Redouwbts which the Duke of Vendome had 
‘aus'd to be made on that fide, As for the old Works, 
part of the Damage done by the bad Weather was 
repair’d ; in the Ditch Lodgment 
reaches 
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Breaches was continucd: A Pit was funk 18 Foot 
deep to countermine the Enemy’s Mines; and 7 
Pieces of Cannon 24 Pounders continued firing on 
the 2d and 3d Wall. That Day and the Night before, 
16 Deferters came over to us, and 8 private Soldiers, 
of the Garrifon of Veruc. The 27th, 28th, 29th and 
30th, were {pent in placing on the old Batteries 20 
twenty four Pounders that were arriy'd from France. 
We are working likewife on a Battery of 7 Guns on 
che Brow of the Hill, beyond the Redoubt, which 
will cover that Redoubt from the Artillery of the 
Donjon, whence it is diftant but half a Mufquet fhot.

‘may afterwards beat the Enemy. The Befieged con- 
tinuing to throw a great Nouwiber of Stones with 
their Mortars, the Duke of Vendome has caus‘d the 
Head of the “Trenches, ‘where the Grenadiers are 
potted, to be Cover’d with Blinds and Fafcines; and 
the reft of the Guard of the Trenches retire every 
"Night to the Entrance of the Trenches. 
‘Byrom the Atnfterdam Gazette, dated Feb. 20. 
From the Camp before Verue, Feb. 2. We were em- 
ploy’d till che 3och of Month in repaiting our Bar- 
teries, and placing on them 20 new Pieces of Cannon 
which wé have receiv’d..
